Tothis Father Mifs Cadieres ap 
ply'd, it feems, upon his Return to Toulon in 
the Year 1728, and declared to him, that Jefus 
Chrift hod appeared to her, and told ler, This is 
the Man I bave chofen to condu® you fo me. The 
gool Father, far from entertaining the leaf 
Sufpicion, believed every Word fhe faid, and 
lock’d upon his new Penitent as a formal Saint ; 
bur in order to proceed with Safety, in relauon to 
the Miracle which he took to be; wrought in her 
by Heaven, he had the Precaution to fist bim/felf 
up with ber in Ler Chamber, that novhing might 
eicape his Enquiry, and efpecially to have fome 
Private Converfation with’ her ; which he judged 
to be the more neceffary, becaufe as he was 
quite Deaf of his Left Far, any Perfon thar 
talk'd with him was obliged to fit clofe by him : 
Befides, he thought thefe Secret Fitts neceffary, 
in order the better to difcnarge the Office of a 
faithful Confeffor to his devout Penitent. Again, 
he found it needful to come at the Truth of feve- 
ral Circumftances related by that young Lady, 
who told him the was full of Heavenly Vifions, 
Revelations, Trances, Extsfies, &c.

cumftonces were, a naked Breaft, the two firft

the Misfortune which happen’d to the Sloop Dol- 

hin and her Company, in her late Voyage from 
North Carolina for the Ifland of Moneferrat, laden 
with Provifions and Lumber, Thomas Pilfon, 
Mafter and Owner, Thomas Etheridge Mare, Ri- 
chard Banks, Wedrington Rance, Michael Jones, 
Samuel Bradin, and a Negro Man, named Ryan, 
Sailors. . 

On TharfJay Morning, the 24th of June, 
about Half an Mour after Eight, by a fudden 
Gut or Squall of Wind, the Sloop overfer, and, 
by the neareft Eftimation, the Mafter reckoned 
bimfelf in the Latitude of 25, 30 N. Lat. and 
63, 39 W. Long. Wedrington Rance, one of 
the Men was drowned, and the reft of them got 
on the Side of the Wreck ; they had neither Wa- 
ter or Bread, or any Sort of Provifions to fubfit 
on; but the Negro, by often diving into the 
Wreck, found an Adz and a Hand-Saw ; they 
then cut the Rigging from the Maft, which foon 
came out, and on Tusfday the cgth of June the 
Sloop righted, bur was full of Water, when they 

ot at fome Barrels of Water which were in the 
Hold, but the Salt Water had got into them, fo 
that they could not drink it.. About the fame 
Time they faw Two Sail, but could not fpeak 
with chem, not being able to make a Signal, 

O. the 14th Day after fhe overfer, they pot 
a large Fith, called a Shark, the Blood of which 
the Men very greedily drank, and eat half the 
Flefh. They having nothing to drink but their 
Urine, and what Rain came from the Heavens, 
one of the Men died for want of Water, és alfo 
did the Negto the 17th Day, the Mate the 18th, 
and another Man on the 19th. ' 

On the 15th of July, being the erft Day at- 
ter fhe overfer, the Mafter and Richard Banks 
were taken up by a French Ship called the Wil- 
liam and Thom’s, Capt. Joha Terrey Comman- 
der, from Martinico, bound to Havee de Grace, 
the Mafter being fo weak when taken up, thar he 
was not ableto fland. After being 7 Weeks at 
Sea, they arrived at Havre de Grace, where the 
French were very charitable, not letting them 
want for Neceffiries whilft they were there. 

Capr. Richard Humphreys, Commaniler of the 
Charming Betty Snow, gave them their Paflage 
for London; and the Mafter, Tho. Pilfon, ftill 
remains on board, being affl &ed with the Gout 
in both his Feet, and ina poer Condicion, not 
able to help himfelf, but as Capt. Humphreys 
out of Charity affifts him. 

On Tuefday laff Mr. John Praed going on 
board Capr. Humphreys’s Snow, and feeing the 
Mafter in fo poor and miferable a Condition with 
the Gout, was fo charitable and kind as to offer 
the Mafter Accommodation at his Houfe for a 
Month, till fuch Time as he might procure him- 
felf a Paffage home to North Carolina.
